W h e n Captain William II. Fawcett offered Breezy Point as a 
summer White House, the Brainerd Dispatch dwelt on the fact 
that wire and telephone communications were requisites for the 
Presidential party which would weigh in the scale of s e le c tio n . 
And Breezy Point has this and telephone and telegraph companies 
will add in supplying enlarged facilities, as they may be required. 
In “Scoops”, published by the International News Service of 
New York, we come upon an article covering this very feature. 
P 
is written by George Bl Our no, White House correspondent. 
“Some spot in the west,” says Durno, “ is going to be made 
internationally famous this summer to the extent of over two mil­ 
lion words. 
That spot will be the location of the summer White 
House, and that number of words—based on the official telegraph 
count from Paul Smith’s last summer— will be sent out to the 
newspapers of the work! by the correspondents who accumpnn\ 
the President wherever he goes. 
“Just where he w ill summer, President Coolidge has not yet 
decided, but the correspondents’ bag are p a c k e d , ready to go any­ 
where, from Kamchatka to Kalamazoo. 
“Wherever the site, there will be first-class facilities to handle 
press copy. 
Mr. Coolidge himself will see to that, for to every 
invitation he has received he has made special inquiry about avail­ 
ability of telegraph wires and accommodations for the newspaper­ 
men. 
“Unless the telegraph companies can install an up-io-the- 
minute office and unless there are comfortable hotel accommoda­ 
tions close by, the proffered summer home is automatically dis­ 
carded as out of the question. 
“The President is probably the biggest continual news story 
in the world, taking into consideration America’s pre-eminent 
place among the nations, and he becomes an even bigger story 
when out of Washington. 
“ Unlike many presidents in the past, Mr. Coolidge takes his 
work with him in tin1 summer. 
The executive offices are moved 
wherever he goes, direct telephones are looped in between the 
.summer White House and Washington, and everything function* 
just as it does in the Capital in the winter. 
“Added to the usual stories revolving around the President’s 
official activities, the summer produces a number of human inter­ 
est and feature stories. 
Here Mr. Coolidge lends more than a 
helping hand. 
“Ile knows the value to himself of these features, and he is 
perfectly willing to go out of his way to create them. 
Ile has 
pitched hay, autographed sap buckets for Henry Ford, fished and 
done other things to create news with an unusual twist, 
“This coming summer he may take up hunting. He no longer 
has that master <•. publicity, (’.

Mrs. Thabes Gives Talk 


Mrs. Thabes, who is well known 
for 
her 
knowledge of birds, 
gave 
talks on birds and bird migration at 
th** high school last Wednesday for 
the benefit of the Biology classes. 
To add interest to her speech she 
showed slides which were sent from 
th** University of Minnesota belong­ 
ing to Dr. Roberts. 
A few slides 
showed maps indicating the migra­ 
tion routes of birds. 
A very inter­ 
esting on*! was that of iii** Golden 
Plover, which flies from 2,400 to 2,- 
500 miles over sea without stopping 
unless driven by storms to the An­ 
tilles. 
These birds are graceful and 
their 
plumage 
is 
very 
beautiful. 
About two months before migration 
they go to the eastern provinces of 
Canada to fatten, after which time 
they are quit** ready 
to start on 
their 
long 
journey. 
'Flit* 
young 
Plovers, however, do not take the 
ame 
route as 
the matured ones. 
Their course is over th** Mississippi 
valley and across the Gulf of Mexico. 
Another very interesting bird is 
the Arctic Tern which makes a round 
trip from the Arctic to tile Antarctic 
region. 
If flies 1 1,000 miles to its 
summer home and also 1 1,000 to its 
winter 
home, 
altogether 
covering 
22,000 miles a yean. 
This bird is in 
tin* daylight 
more than any other 
bird, which averages eight months a 
year. 
The migration route maps showed 
that all of the birds take a different 
route coming back from tile one go­ 
ing south. 
They usually go down 
til rough the eastern states anil coms 
back to us through central states. 
These were only a few of the many 
interesting things that Mrs. Thabes 
told th** classes. 
The study of birds 
should be very much more fascinat­ 
ing now than before.
